Here is the case of Lincoln, and of the city 
of Omaha. Director Capts, of the federal census 
bureau, reports that during 1943 there was a fur­ 
ther drop of population in Lincoln and Lancaster 
county, and In Omaha and Douglas county. 


In Lincoln the drop from 1942 to 1943 was 
given as 5 percent; the total county population on 
the first day of March of 1943 being 95,528 as 
compared to 97,723 in May of 1942. 
Crowds on the streets any day in the week 
or any night reveal no decline. 
Bank deposits 
roar to a new all-tim e high; postal receipts are 
the largest in the community’s history. 
Then what’s going on? 
Clearly 
the 
enumeration 
does 
not 
include 
temporary visitors or transients here for a few 
days or at the most, a few weeks or a few 
months. 
And 
the call 
of the 
armed 
services, 
coupled with the beckoning finger of war in­ 
dustries, has drawn thousands of young people 
and thousands of workers to other sections; their 
loss being offset only partially 
by newcomers. 
Those figures need not produce any sense of deep 
despondency but they do give warning there is 
a job ahead of these Middle Western states. They 
have been declining in population for years. 
The drift away from them started two dec­ 
ades before the present war, and there has been 
at no time any substantial checking of that trend. 
The shift has been to t^ e seaboards and to in­ 
dustrial centers and away from the rural areas 
and the farms. 
That is the most real of all the reflections in­ 
spired by this plains country.

Readers of newspapers may have been intrigued 
briefly by the story of Miss Ella Strong, who lived 
to be 92 year* of age, and taught school for 53 
years at an average annual salary of $850. 
Miss 
Strong left an estate valued at $155,000 when It 
was approved for probate in the county court. 
How did she do it? 
The dispatches say through 
“wise investments” but failed 
to disclose, 
un­ 
fortunately, what those investments were. 
W hat­ 
ever they may have been, and on the basis of the 
figures, they were good, the chances are the op­ 
portunities to duplicate them do not exist in the 
same from at this lime. 
There has been a lot of 
water over the dam in 53 years of American his­ 
tory. They have been the swiftest years any nation 
could have lived. 
But the essence of Miss Strong’s 
savings was the planning, the thought, and the 
saving that went into her life. 
It could have been 
marked only by prudence, by self-denial, and by 
the determinatiwi that she would fulfill in large 
measure the requirem ents of resourcefulness and 
thrift for a happy, contented and secure existence. 


Stumbling B lock 


There could be no objection to Commissioner 
Clint M itchell’s proposal to Investigate fully the 
conditions of the deed to the site upon which 
Lancaster county’s court house stands. 
The building itself— constructed years ago— 
has become antiquated and could bring only a 
fraction of its original cost if sold at such a time 
that a new joint city and county office building 
be constructed. 
Before it could be adopted to 
other use it would have to undergo extensive 
alterations, costing considerable money. 
And be­ 
fore it can 
be made suitable for present-day 
purposes,, it will require a very considerable out­ 
lay. 
Chairman M itchell’s desire to determine the 
full facts is understandable. 
That, however, has no bearing upon the issue 
of a joint city and county building.

A Known 4 | iinnlity 
Blood Donors fall into two psy­ 
chological groups— one is the en­ 
thusiastic

sive mouse who wonders if the 
blood will ever be norm al again, 
and promises to return n ext year 
for another donation if the doc­ 
tor will approve. To be fa ir there 
is a large third group who take 
advice and return 
for re-dona­ 
tion a t the approved time. 
The m athem atics of blood re­ 
generation are quite 
thoroughly 
worked out and no one need be 
kept in 
the 
dark 
about 
them. 
They 
serve 
as 
a 
guide 
to 
all 
groups of donors. 
The 
average adult has 
about 
5,000 to 6,000 cubic centim eters 
(5 or 6 quarts) of blood in the 
body. 
This 
is 
constantly 
being 
destroyed— old cells which have 
outlived their usefulness a re bro­ 
ken up either in the spleen or 
liver 
or both— and 
replaced 
by 
regenerated new blood from the 
bone m arrow. 
It is estim ated that 
under 
ordinary 
conditions 
of 
norm al life you lose 100 c.c. of 
blood every 24 hours, which 
is 
replaced by the bone marrow. 
Loss of Iron. 
Tha t m eans that every 24 hours 
ycfu lose 100 mg. of iron which 
has to 
be made up partly from 
the food— eggs, green vegetables 
meat, nuts. About 85 percent of 
the iron lost is reclaim ed by the 
body economy and used to ironize 
new cells.

HEN THE ANNOUNCEMENT cam© on 
Monday of the marriage of Miss J anet 
(Ealdwell, daughter of Fred C. Caldwell and 
the late Mrs. Caldwell, to Major Frederick 
Raymond Hanson, Lincoln people began re­ 
freshing their memories, and many of them 
recalled on article in th© October issue of 
Reader's Digest written not by, but about 
Major Hanson. 
The article, entitled "Ther© is No Such 
Thing As Shell Shock," doubtless has been 
read by many to whom th© name Major 
Hanson meant nothing — Probably few re­ 
membered that he began his career in medi­ 
cine at th© University of Nebraska where he 
received his degree from the University of 
Nebraska college of medicine, and interned 
later at th© Royal Victoria hospital, Montreal. 
However, since th© major married on© 
of Lincoln's attractive and popular young 
women, he has created considerable stir, not 
a s lanet Ckildwell's husband, particularly, 
but beca use he has accomplished wonderful 
feats during th© current war. 
'The Reader's Digest devotes quite some 
space to th© business of what wa s once 
termed "shell-shock," and 
its cure, and 
there enters Major Hanson. 
Sa ys Frederick C. Painton in the Digest: 
"This time the army medical service is 
determined not to send back to America thou­ 


sands of young men with nervous disorders. 
Lieut. Colonel Perrin H. Long, formerly of 
J ohns Hopkins, now on th© medical staff in 
north Africa said to me, 
'The greatest 
achievement of medicine in north Africa is 
th© development of a curative treatment 
that is redeeming war neurosis ca ses either 
for combat duty or for useful non-combatant 
work in the rear. 
Best of all these fellows 
can and will be discharged into peacetime 
life a ble to make the adjustment and do 
productive work. Th© man most responsible 
tor th© treatment that is returning soldiers to 
combat duty is Major Frederick Hanson.' 
"I talked with Major Hanson, formerly 
in practice in Montreal—lean, young, very 
modest and cjuiet until I mentioned shell 
shock. 
" "There is no such thing a s shell-shock," 
he said sharply." 
The remainder of the article relates to 
Major Hanson's experiences with "exhaus­ 
tion," the shell shock of the first world war. 
He tells of the treatment given by th© medi­ 
cal staff not only 
in the hospitals, but on 
battle fronts, and 
told of th© hundreds that 
had been cured. 
Major Hanson stated that 
the figures would 
run into the thousands of 
those cured, and 
that the "effect of that on 
the future of the country makes this the 
greatest medical job before us over here."

He also said that he was emi­ 
nently satisfied with the ru les, 
as cu rrently in effect, a state­ 
ment that was not withou t sig­ 
nificance.
